Some Sicitiiae Real 
but Minor, Stahr 
Says — Fewer Than 
1000 Complaints.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5—Fewer 
than 1000 letters of complaint 
have been received by the Army 
from 119,500 National Guards- 
men and reserves that have 
been called to active duty, Sec- 
retary of the Army Elvis J. 
Stahr Jr. said at a press confer- 

ence yesterday. 

He declared that the publicized 
complaints had embarrassed 
most of their fellow citizen 
soldiers. Most of the problems 
that have prompted the 
plaints have been corrected, 
Stahr said. 

Stahr provided a summary of 
the report of the Inspector Gen- 
eral of the Army who had been 
ordered to look into the 
plaints by reservists 
guardsmen 

The Inspector Genera! found 
many complaints, particularly 
concerning shortages of weapons 
to be true, but of minor im- 
portance. The weapons on hand 
were sufficient in ‘numbers to 
permit full scale training of the 
units, with some _ shifting of 
weapons between units for train- 
ing use 

Many Not Processed. 

Most of the allegations about 
conditions in the Wisconsin Na- 
tional Guard Thirty-second In- 
fantry Division were found to be 
untrue. However, the Inspector 
General did say that many of the 
troops sent to Fort: Lewis 
Wash., to join the Thirty-second 
Infantry Division had not been 
processed 

Some had arrived without uni- 
forms (they supposed to 
have them in their possession, 
but apparently had worn them 
out) and still did not have them 
Many of them had been there a 
month and had 
their travel pay. The 
General found that the travel 
mixup was caused by the failure 
of the Thirty-second Division to 
submit -dequate supporting 
documents and travel vouchers 

With respect to pay, the troops 
of the Thirty-second Division had 
been paid Oct. 31, only three 
days after their. arrival on Oct 
28. They paid again on 
Nov. 30 their November 
service.

Resolutions expected to be pre- 
sented at the ministerial meeting 
will concern specific methods for 
the inter-American system to 
deal collectively with the Cuban 
subversion that many Latin 
American governments regard 
as a major menace.

NEW DELHI, Dec. 5 (AP)— 
Red China has told India that

SPIPELINE DENIES 


CHARGES OF FPC 
RULE VIOLATIONS 


Increased efficiency, rather 
than unauthorized expansion of 
its pipeline, has enabled Mis- 
sissippi River Fuel Corp. to 
move larger quantities of nat- 
ural gas through the line, two 
officers of the pipeline company 
said yesterday. 

In a public statement, William 
G. Marbury, board chairman, 
and Glenn W. Clark, president, 
denied charges by a Federal 
Power Commission hearing ex- 
aminer that the pipeline system 
had increased its capacity with- 
out FPC authorization, for the 
benefit of its industrial custom- 
ers. 

Hearing examiner Francis L 
Hall, who recommended that 
criminal proceedings be institut- 
ed against Mississippi River Fuel 
for allaged violation of the Nat- 
ural Gas Act, said the expansion 
of capacity was achieved through 
three devices. 

One was “pigging” portions of 
the line; the second was use of 
“cross-overs” between lines, and 
the third was increasing pres- 
sures by adding horsepower to 
both lines, the examiner said. 

No Unauthorized Facilities. 

The Clark and Marbury state- 
ment said: 

“Our pipeline system has no 
facilities in operation that have 
not been previously authorized 
by the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. 

“The three alleged violations 
involve: 1. ‘Pigging’ the line, 
which is an operational function 
that cleans the interior of the 
pipeline to increase or preserve

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Fallout Is Nuclear War Hazard 
That Is Least Understood and 


Subject of Widest Dispute 


Scientists’ Views Range From Libby, 
Who Believes Most Americans Could 
Survive, to Van Ailen Who Says Con- 
flict Would Be Ruinous.

The basic questions involved 
in radiation from a nuclear 
attack are these 


How effective would a fallout 
shelter be in protecting an in- 
dividual from the intensely 
radioactive particles that would 
descend over a wide area in the 
first hours and days after an 
attack? 

How long would you have to 
remain in the shelter before the 
radiation diminished to a level 
making it safe to venture out? 

After emerging from the shel- 
ter, would it be safe to drink 
water and eat food that had 
been exposed to radiation, and 
how could these be decontami- 
nated? 

If you were not in a shelter, 
what would be your chances of 
surviving radiation sickness? 

What would be the health and 
genetic effects on the human 
race from the later world-wide 
fallout that would descend for 
years after a nuclear war, in 
the form of longer-lived radio 
nuclides such as_ strontium-90 
and Cesium-137? 

THE ANSWERS 
questions vary greatly. They 
range from the view of Dr. 
Willard F. Libby, who believes 
that with sufficient prepara- 
tion 9% 95 per cenit of 
the American people could sur- 
vive a nuclear war, to the opin- 
ion. of Dr. James Van Allen, 
who has said that a nuclear 
conflict between the United 
States and Russia might well 
mean the end of both civiliza- 
tions 

Although the scientific com- 
munity differs widely on wheth- 
er present radiation levels from 
tests of nuclear weapons are 
hazardous, it is generally agreed 
that fallout from, an actua] at- 
tack would be perilous. Dr. 
Edward Teller, a leader in de- 
velopment of the hydrogen 
bomb, dismisses fallout from 
testing as inconsequential but 
adds that fallout from a full- 
scale war would be ‘a very 
dangerous thing.” 

Many scientists believe that a 
sturdily built si.elter adequately 
atocked with food and water and 
safely ventilated would provide 
some protection against fallout, 
but even this general statement 
is heavily qualified and beyond it

Would such a shelter protect 
against all types of fatal radia- 


tion? How far would the shelter | 


have to be from ground zero 
(the point at which a bomb 
would fall) before it afforded 
protection? Is there any point in 
building shelters if the individual 
is going to be killed anyway by 
radiation when he emerges? 
These are some of the thorny 
questions being asked, and 
the Kennedy Administration 
thus far has not been able to 


find a consensus among its of 


ficial and unofficial scientific <d- 
visers. 


PROBABLY the best known of 
the fallout shelter proposals has 
come from Dr. Libby, a Nobel 
Prize winner in chemistry. Libby 
has said his self-styled ‘‘poor 
man’s shelter’ would increase 
the chances of surviving fallout 
100-fold over no shelter at all. 
The dirt - filled gunny sacks 
around this kind of shelter, he 
has written, would stop the gam- 
ma rays and beta particles, and 
any radioactive dust brought into 
the shelter by wind or on the 
shoes could be swept out with a 
broom. 

“To save your life,” Libby 
wrote in a booklet distributed by 
the Associated Press, ‘‘you must 
avoid the fallout dust while the 
radiation is most intense, or 
‘hot.’ This radiation can travel 
100 to 200 or more yards through 
air. But it is stopped or ab- 
sorbed by one and a half or two 
feet of concrete, or by three 
feet of dirt, or by 10 feet of wa- 
ter or wood, or two or three 
inches of lead—by anything 
which has the same total weight 
as about two feet of concrete.” 

“Sediation,’ Libby  contin- 
wed, “cannot go around cor- 
mers. So you are safe if you 
have sufficient shielding between 
you and the invisible ‘light’ com- 
ing from the (radioactive) dirt.”’ 

Libby said his homemade 
shelter would provide protec- 
tion against this straight-line 
radiation, The diagram of his 
shelter shows dirt-filled burlap 
bags placed at a right angle to 
the shelter entrance. After a 
nuclear explosion, _ relatively 
heavy particles and debris (what 
Libby means by “dirt’’) would 
fall to the earth and be de- 
posited on the ground, trees, 
houses and so forth. The radia- 
tion from this dust, in the form 
of gamma rays (similar to X- 
rays) would travel outward in 


a straight line. The placement 
of the burlap bags would create 
a corner around which this radi- 
ation could not go and the dirt 
in the bags would stop the rays. 

WHEN LIBBY says that radi- 
ation cannot go around corners, 
he is technically correct. But 
air can go around corners (a 
principle known as convection), 
and the lighter, airborne radio- 
active particles would be car- 
ried where the wind and breezes 
blew. These invisible particles 
would carry, among other things, 
the nuclear-produced radionu- 
clide known as lodine-131, which, 
in sufficient amounts. can cause 
cancer of the thyroid gland. 

In the opinion of Dr. Ralph E 
Lapp, a physicist who worked 
on the original Manhattan (atom- 
ic bomb) project, Libby’s shelter 
would protect only against ex- 
ternal, surface radiation. ‘‘Con- 
trary to what Libby says, radia- 
tion can turn corners,” when air- 
borne radiation is considered as 
well, Lapp told the Post-Dis- 
patch. The Libby shelter, he 
Said, would not protect against 
radiation inhaled from the air. 

Libby’s cave-like shelter, in 
his plans, would be open 
to the air, with ventilation 
provided by the entrance dug 
into a hillside. There is no pro- 
vision for an air filter or ventila- 
tion pipe. ‘‘My poor man’s shelt- 
er, and many similar types of 
shelters, do not need air pumps 
and filters,’ Libby wrote 

“You could safely © enough 
breathe the air entering the 
shelter,”’ he said. “‘Air is not 
made radioactive because fallout 
drops down through it. Air is 
safe to breathe when the fallout 
has come to rest. The molecules 
that make up the air are not 
changed. 

“Some fine, dusty particles of 
fallout could be carried by winds 
into a simple shelter like mine. 
But the amount would be very 
small, and would be tolerable 
with complete safety. Your radi- 
ation meter could show whether 
airborne fallout was collecting 
to a dangerous degree. In that 
Case, you could sweep it out of

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the shelter, or shovel out the top 
thin coating of earth on which 
it lay.”’ 

THOSE SCIENTISTS who have 
been sharply critical of Libby's 
views point out that on the one 
hand he says airborne radiation 
could be tolerated with complete 
Safety and in the next breath 
he recommends taking a radia- 
tion meter into the shelter to 
warn when airborne fallout 
lects to a dangerous degree. 

They dispute his contention 
that the amount of airborne radi- 
ation would be small as to 
be harmless. Although it is true 
that the air itself does not re: 
main radioactive after fallout 
passes through it, the question 
is whether ail the fallout wouid 
drop out of the air 

Lapp and other scientists say 
that this depends on so many 
factors that general statements 
like Libby’s are almost mean- 
ingless, unless it is specified in 
which direction the wind is blow- 
ing and how hard, how far the 
shelter is from ground zero, how 
“‘dirty’’ the bomb is, that is, how 
much fission material it pro- 
duces, and so on. ‘“‘What Libby 
is talking about,’’ Lapp said, ‘‘is 
a shelter 200 miles downwind 
from the blast.’’ The question

Test Deadlock Still 


It is hard to match the cynicism and exas- 
perating self-righteousness with which the 
Russians renew their demand that the West 
stop all nuclear tests at once, under threat of 
still more Soviet tests in retaliation. The de- 
mand comes from a country which first broke 
the test moratorium, which has set off at 
least 50 explosions this fall, which in so doing 
has ruthlessly contaminated the atmosphere 
for national advantage. How can Moscow ex- 
pect its latest “warning” to be taken serious- 
ly, even as propaganda? 

Something else, however, does need to be 
taken seriously, by both sides. That is the 
great over-riding interest of all mankind in 
preventing the Soviet rupture of the mora- 
torium from developing into an uncontrolled 
intensification of the armsrace. If analysis of 
the Soviet tests showed that they had spectacu- 
larly altered the military balance, the West 
could not be expected to refrain from trying 
to correct it. But if, as President Kennedy's 
statements so far indicate, the West still re- 
tains a preponderance of nuclear. power, then 
an all-out resumption of the weapons race 
cannot lightly be touched off, even though it 

might be juStified by pointing to the Soviet 
example. 

The truth is that no matter who started 
the current round of atmosphere contamina- 
tion, all parties share an interest in prevent- 
ing it from going further. 

The Russians at Geneva still refuse to dis- 
cuss inspection and control of a_ test-ban 
treaty except as part of a program of ‘‘gen- 
eral and complete” disarmament. The West 
rightly refuses to consider a treaty without 
controls. Is there no way out of the dead- 
lock? The Kennedy Administration ought to 
be devoting unusual energy to the search for 
one. Merely resting upon past positions is 
not enough. 

At various times during the long history of 
test-ban negotiations, the West has proposed 
an agreement of limited duration to suspend 
testing in the atmosphere, in outer space and 
under water, on the ground that existing 
means of monitoring such explosions would 
detect any violations without requiring an 
elaborate new inspection apparatus. The Rus- 
sians are now proposing such an agreement, 
but tying it to another voluntary moratorium 
on underground tests as well. The West can- 
not accept this condition, but it might use- 
fully explore the possibility of cffering to 
suspend atmospheric tests for a limited period 
during which serious negotiations cn general 
disarmament would be undertaken. If the 
general arms talks failed to make progress, 
then the atmospheric test-ban would auto- 
matically expire. 

President Kennedy is evidently under 
heavy pressure to renew atmospheric tests 
for the purpose, it is now said, of developing 
anti-missile weapons. The generat public 
lacks the information available to him—such 
as a knowledge of how close our anti-missile 
development actually is to the warhead-test- 
ing stage—but the public can properly insist 
that he balance carefully the presumed mili- 
tary gains of new tests at this time against 
the losses of setting off yet another round in 
the weapons race. Both Russia and the West 
say they want general disarmament, and they 
have agreed on a set of basic principles. It 
would be a tragedy if thev never sat down 
to try seriously to write a treaty embodying 
those principles 


Across From the Park 


In a peculiar display of petulance the 
Aldermen have overriden Mayor Tucker’s 
veto of a rezoning bill tailored specifically 
to permit the Chase-Park Plaza to erect an 
80-square-foot sign on hotel property oppo- 
site Forest Park. Freshman Alderman John 
D. Gumersell, the measure’s original sponsor, 
had asked his colleagues in the Democratic 
majority to defer action for a week. They 
ignored him and struck down the veto. 

This gives the hotel operators the legal 
right to go ahead with the project, but a 
prudent management might vant to stay its 
hand. The rezoning, which changed the des- 
ignation of the whole block from multiple- 
family to commercial, was apparently unnec- 
essary. According to Republican Alderman 
Elbert, the City Administration had offered 
to solve the problem of a sign somewhat 
larger than the previously permissible 25- 
square-foot size without having to fall back 
on rezoning. The Aldermen resorted to 
major surgery when only a bandage was 
called for. 

The hotels, for all practical purposes, are 
their own signs. An oversize label opposite 
the Park is neither necessary nor desirable. 
And obtaining authority to put one up at the 
expense of downgrading zoning in the whole 
block is going too far. Do not hotel operators 
have a sense of pride in Forest Park? 


Progress in Laos 


Although a final agreement on Laos has 
not yet been reached, the Western powers 
and the Soviet bloe are close enough to war- 
rant optimism. The two sides have agreed, 
in the 14-nation conference at Geneva, that 
Britain and the Soviet Union will be joint 
permanent guardians of Laotian neutrality. 
These two countries are to consult each other 
and decide what action to take whenever the 
peace or neutrality of Laos is threatened. This 
is to be spelled out further in a treaty now 
being drafted. 

According to the agreement, the Soviet 
bloc as well as the West is to have a veto 
over all major decisions of the three-nation 
(Canada, India, Poland) International Con- 
trol Commission, which is to have a super- 
visory function. This, of course, is not an 
ideal arrangement. Yet the commission ap- 
parently will have the authority to function 
independently on minor matters. The im- 
portant fact is the establishment of interna- 
tional machinery to oversee Laotian neutrali- 
ty. With this operating, it will be more diffi- 
cult for any nation to try military aggression 
or subversion. 

The Communist bloc,apparently made a 
concession in agreeing to permit ‘he French, 
who formerly ruled Laos, to maintain a lim- 
ited military detachment in Laos if ihe coali- 
tion government agrees. The three Laotian 
princes have been haggling over the composi- 
tion of the new government for weeks, and 
they should reply with as much speed as 
Lagtians can muster to the urgent appeal of 
the Geneva conference co-chairmen that they 
establish their government without delay. 

It will be a considerable step toward peace 
in Southeast Asia if the sifuation in Laos can 
be stabilized along the lines aow in prospect. 


Developments at Geneva appear to indicate 
the Communists have dropped their aggres- 
sive tactics, at least for the present. This 
offers hope that the more important problem 
of neighboring Viet Nam can also be solved. 

The possibility should not be overlooked, 
however, that the Communists may be willing 
to settle in Laos because they are making 
gains in South Viet Nam. If there is a rela- 
tionship here it should become evident be- 
fore too long. 


No Time to Spoil Plans 

For those keenly watching the Mill Creek 
area, the next few years will be trying ones. 
The high enthusiasm, engendered when the 
first buildings were wrecked, is abating now 
that most of the 454-acre site has been 
cleared. Although about $12,000,000 worth 
of private construction already is under way, 
the pace of rebuilding seems slow. 

The neighborhood seems a cross between 
a war-devastated area and a disorderly build- 
ing materials yard. Activity seems hit or 
miss. It hardly suggests the architects’ draw- 
ings of what is tobe. Yet for a 10-year pro}- 
ect, the work is well in hand. If altered ap- 
pearances do not demonstrate this sufficient- 
ly, there is the hard fact that all but 31.5 
acres—in scattered “ites—already is covered 
by purchase contracts. 

So it is unreasonable to suggest that Mill 
Creek be “filled up” in a hurry by building 
the new stadium there rather than downtown. 
Even if possible, this ill-considered change 
would destroy carefully made plans for the 
rehabilitation of St. Louis. These demand 
that the old Mill Creek slum be replaced by 
light industrial, residential and university 
buildings as a suitable link between the Me- 
morial Plaza and the West End. 

The plans also contemplate enhancement 
of the riverfront park area by clearing 31 
adjacent slum blocks for the stadium and con- 
nected facilities,-especially parking garages, 
which will be as important to shoppers and 
park visitors as to patrons of the stadtum. It 
would make no sense to build these in the 
Mill Creek area where they would be useless 
most of the time 

The stadium will add interest to the river- 
front park in the same way that the neigh- 
borhood would be improved by moving the 
National Museum of Transport to the pro- 
posed site north of Eads bridge. The vari- 
ous parts of the new city plan reinforce each 
other. Each of the downtown projects is 
made more interesting for the public by the 
presence of the others. W:th most of the 
needed funds in hand and with fresh assur- 
ances from Washington .of more money for 
further neighborhood -improvements on the 
North Side, this is no time for a sudden switch 
to an ill-advised mixture of essentially differ- 
ent projects. Such a confusion of purposes 
would be a barrier to the realization of the 
new St. Louis.. Good plans have been made. 
To abandon them would be folly. 


Shying Away from School Aid 

Only President Kennedy—‘‘and no one 
else’ —can persuade him to support a fed- 
eral education bill which provides more than 
help for the teaching of science in colleges. 
So says Representative Adam Clayton Powell 
Jr., chairman of the House Education and 
Labor Committee and.an important figure in 
Congress on this issue. 

Unhappily, this represents the attitude of 
a number of men on Capitol Hill who want to 
keep clear of the “controversial” in an elec- 
tion year, regardless of logic. Yet it makes 
less and less sense to provide aid to colleges 
if no aid is granted to prepare students for 
college. Aware of this, and also aware that 
the failure, year after year, to extend federal 
help to grade and high schools is depriving 
an ever larger number of children of reason- 
able educational opportunities, the President 
has indicated that an adequate school bill 
would be “probably the most important piece 
of domestic legislation’ Congress could 
enact. 

In view of past congressional reluctance 
under pressure, however, there will be only a 
slim chance for such aid unless the President 
exerts all his influence and all his per- 
suasiveness on its behalf—with Congress and 
with the people. 


Mayhem on the Gridiron? 


For the loyal sons of Missouri, Colorado, 
Harvard, Alabama, Ohio: State and the other 
champions and near-champions of the land, 
this has been a happy football season, regard- 
less of what may happen in the post-season. 
It was shadowed, however, by a sharp rise 
in deaths due to the game. Accustomed to 
the toll of the automobile, some may not be 
overly alarmed by 32 deaths—the number 
reported to the American Medical Associa- 
tion—among perhaps 5,000,000 players of 
various ages and differing competence. 

The A.M.A., however, is alarmed especially 
since the number of casualties per player 
was highest among the professionals. Only 
two of them died, but not very many men 
are playing the pro game. There were 22 
fatalities among high school players, and 
seven among members of college teams. 

Paradoxically, possibly the most serious 
cause of injury has been a safety device, the 
plastic helmet and face-guard. Doctors say 
these helmets are poorly designed for absorb- 
ing shgck, and the face-guards may be used 
as a lever to twist the neck and damage the 
spinal cord and nerves. All coaches and play- 
ers do not agree. Some put most of the blame 
on the teaching of playing methods delib- 
erately calculated to hurt an opponent. 

The increase in injuries should occupy the 
rules-makers as it did half-a-century ago. If 
some coaches demand indefensible “tough- 
ness,” then the rules should be tightened 
against such irresponsibility. Football is 
played for victory as well as for the vicarious 
entertainment of the sedentary, but it is best 
when it is least like mayhem. 


The Missile Successes 


That newest major weapon, the missile, has 
achieved considerable success in_ recent 
days. The Navy has revealed that it fired 
10 Polaris missiles from submarines without 
a failure, with each one landing on target. 
The Air Force successfully fired a Titan with 
a new guidance system.’ And perhaps most 
important of all, the Army’s Nike Zeus anti- 
missile missile was fired successfully in the 
first test of all three stages of its solid-fuel 
motors. Added together, it appears our mili- 
tary rocketry is demonstrating that the United 
States is looking after its defenses.

Labor's Argument for Trade 


AFL-CIO President Backs Expanded Trade Goal Plus Measures to Correct Dislocations 


George Meany to the

We at the AFL-CIO headquarters are 
very conscious of trade complications. 
We have unions in such industries as 
pottery, shoes and garments that do 
little or no export business. To them, 
foreign trade is a one-way street—all 
coming in. The less goods that come 
in, the better they like it. 

Then we have unions in plants that 
make trucks, agricultural implements 
and certain kinds of machinery, an 
appreciable amount of which is sold 

overseas. To them, 
the one-way street 

The Mirror ‘ns in the other 

direction. The more 
of trade there is, the 
better off they are. 
And finally we 
have unions like 
your own, where 
the street runs both ways. Some of 
your members make goods for export; 
others make goods that are under 
competitive pressure from imports. 

Let’s begin by stating a fact that I’m 
sure all of you accept: This country 
cannot prosper, or indeed, cannot even 
maintain itself, without imports from 
foreign countries. Seventy per cent of 
the goods we import are items we do 
not produce at all, or do not produce 
in great enough amounts to meet the 
demand. All the complaints against 
foreign imports, then, are directed at 
the remaining 30 per cent; at about 
five billion dollars out of the 15 billion 
dollars we spend on imports each year. 

What do we get in return? For one 
thing, we get to sell, in other countries, 
20 billion dollars a year of our own

products. We are by far the largest 
exporting industrial nation in the 
world. 


Last year alone we sold. as much 
goods abroad as Great Britain and 
Vest Germany combined—despite all 
the Volkswagens and MGs we see on 
the streets. We exported five times 
as much as Japan; six times as much 
as Italy. 

This trade pays off in terms of jobs. 
Two and a half million non-farm jobs 
depend upon exports. And this may 
surprise you — another 1,400,000 jobs 
are actually created by imports, about 
500,000 in transportation. and distribu- 
tion and the rest in various processing 
operations. 

All our imports amount to only 3 to 
4 per cent of our total national product. 
Since, as I have said, only 30 per cent 
of these imports are competitive with 
United States goods, the whole area 
in which damage may occur is limited 
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The Free World’s Iron Curtain 


to about 1 per cent of our national 
product. However, I am aware of the 
old adage that percentages don’t buy 
groceries. A worker whose job is 
wiped out by imports isn't. any happier 
because the total job damage may be 
small. So we come to the key question. 

If these damaging imports amount 
to so little, why can’t we put an end 
to them? Why do we have to import 
textiles when what we want is ba- 
nanas. The answer, of course, is that 
every country is trying to achieve a 
balanced economy. Every country 
wants enough jobs for its people, jobs 
that will make possible a decent stand- 
ard of living. If we and other de- 
veloped countries do not buy from 
them, they won't have the money to 
buy from us. If we exclude their 
goods, they will be forced to exclude 
ours. And they will turn in despera- 
tion to the Soviet Union, even at the 
cost of becoming economic satellites. 

Then why will there be such a 
bitter battle in Congress next year, 
when President Kennedy will seek to 
revise and broaden the reciprocal trade 
policy the United States has followed 
since the days of Franklin Roosevelt 
and Cordell Hull? 

The primary reason, I am sure, fs 
the failure of the American economy 
itself, quite apart from the competiti- 
tion of imports, to provide full employ- 
ment. When jobs are too few, every 
one is precious. Another reason is 
that the impact of foreign goods tends 
to be concentrated. The result is not 
that every manufacturer loses a little 
business, but that a few lose all of it. 

We believe two general changes in 
the trade law would go far to increase 
its effectiveness and diminish its pain- 
ful effects. First, we believe the Presi- 
dent’s power to negotiate tariff reduc- 
tions should be made broader and 
more flexible. At the same time, the 
President should have greater power 


Between Book Ends 


DARK RIDER: A Novel Based On the 
Life of Stephen Crane, by Louis Zara. 
(World, 505 pgs., $6.95.) 


Everyone has room in his heart and 
on his bookshelf for a good love story, 
and ‘“‘Dark Rider’’ would qualify ex- 
cept that it gets bogged down in de- 
tails. Unfortunately, truth does not al- 
ways make a successful story, and, 
therefore, it is hard to defend the ro- 
mantic preoccupation on the grounds 
that the novel is based on the life of 
Stephen Crane. 

Had Louis Zara written a story un- 
confined by the fact of Crane’s life, he 
might have felt freer to exercise his 
creative imagination. .As it stands, 
Mr. Zara's novel fails to explore the 
elements that produced, for example, 
“Maggie: A Girl of the Streets’ or 


the masterpiece “The Red Badge of 
Courage.” Instead he has. offered up 
some adequate romantic situations 
which, though mildly titillating, are 
unrelated to the world’s reasons for 
remembering Crane. 

Although Crane the writer is missing, 
Crane the human being is presented 
sensitively and sympathetically. Here 
are Crane’s merits and defects, vic- 
tories and defeats, public joys and 
private sorrows. That Mr. Zara has 
bestowed life upon, his subject makes 
it all the more regrettable that he 
chose to slight the very thing about 
Crane which makes his story impor- 
tant to us.

This is how trade adjustment would 
work: If an industry can demonstrate 
to the Tariff Commission that it is suf- 
fering genuine injury from foreign 
competition, the President, upon re- 
ceiving the commission's findings—and 
provided he accepts them—would have 
an alternative to increasing the tariff 
0.1 the product involved. Instead, he 
could attempt to bring about, through 
government aid, the rehabilitation of 
the communities, industries and work- 
ers being injured. Here are some of 
the proposed measures: 

For workers: Supplementary unem- 
ployment benefits, up.to two thirds of 
former weekly earnings, for 52 weeks 
Retirement at age 60 under Social Se- 
curity. Job retraining. If necessary, 
the relocation of entire families to 
areas where jobs are available. 


For industrial enterprises: Loans 
from the Small Business Administra- 
tion. Technical advice. information 


and assistance in increasing efficiency 
or developing new produc‘s. Acceler- 
ated amortization for investments in 
developing new products and in bring- 
ing about a more balanced economy in 
the community. 

For communities or their industrial 
development corporations: Loans on 
the same basis as to industrial enter- 
prises, and similar technical essistance. 

These are not revolutionary ideas. 
Similar programs have been author- 
ized by most western European coun- 
tries as part of their joint tariff- 
reducing efforts, even though there is 
very little unemployment in_ those 
countries today. And as you undoubt- 
edly have seen, the approach is very 
similar to that in the Area Redevelop- 
ment Act here in the United States. 

These two general changes in the 
law—broader and more flexible powers 
for the President, and the inclusion of 
a trade adjustment program—are és- 
sential if this country is to maintain 
its trade position in the world and pro- 
tect its economic welfare at home.

A Millionaire, 


Self-Made, at 24. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5. 

IF THERE’S ONE sure-fire way to depress yourself, it's 
to have lunch with a 24-year-old, self-made millionaire. 
Fortunatély, there are not too many. One of the most con- 
spicuous examples of the genre is Jay Frankel, who made

He hung up and explained how he got into the export- 
tmport business.

"The State Department set me to buying Russian films and 
gelling them American films in return. Everything we send 
over there is subject to State Department approval! but we've 
sent some pretty good ones—‘Huckleberry Finn,’ ‘Little Boy 
Lost,’ ‘Seven Brides for Seven Brothers,’ ‘Gulliver’s Travels.’ 
Ten good films had been sent to Russia before I got involved. 
One of them was ‘Marty.’ 

‘There are some others I think would be very meaningful 
which we can’t send—you know, ‘From Here to Eternity,’ ‘A 
Streetcar Named Desire,’ ‘A Star Is Born’.” 

Frankel has been to Russia about 20 times. “It’s like 
going any place 20 times for business. You do your work and 
then leave. There’s not much to do. It isn’t Paris.” Doing 
business with the Russians isn't like doing business with 
anyone else, either. 

“Since ‘Ballad of a Soldier’ had such success and 

is still doing well and ‘Summer to Remember’ is so 
successful, it has made it possible for us to distribute 
films over there, too. Their films were never distrib- 
uted correctly over here so they didn’t want ours over 
there. Now their pictures make money here when 
handled properly. 


“We have a new film coming over in January called 
“Clear Skies.’ It's new and different and anti-Stalin. My prob- 
lem has been exploiting these because they give me so little 
to use for publicity. This time I was complaining to Davidoff, 
the president of Sovexport again. I was telling him my prob- 
lems—no biographies, no stars for interviews. It was just 
about the time there was all that hullab@loo on Stalin's 
removal from the tomb, I met Davidoff at the plane and he 
gaid: ‘Look at all this publicity we've given you. We moved 
Stalin for vou!’ Later I asked him if it would be possible for 
the star of the film, Urbansky, to come over to promote the 
film. He said: ‘Urbansky is busy shooting a film but Stalin 
ves ‘ager ahout the movie business in Russia. “They do 
about 200 features a year,”’ he said. ‘‘Most of their film 
stars also work on the stage as they do in most European 
countries.

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Dwarfing Trees--A Centuries-Old Hobby 


Failure Marked Ladue Housewife’s First Endeavor as a Practitioner of Ancient Oriental Art

ABOUT NINE YEARS ago 
Mrs. Ann Kimball! Pipe, a Ladue 
housewife, came across an ad- 
vertisement for ‘an ancient 
Oriental secret that now. for the 
first time in the Western world, 
can be yours.”’ The secret was 
the technique of growing dwarf 


trees, or bonsai as they are 
called in Japanese. 
To connoisseurs bonsal are 


art forms that create an esthetic 
sentiment by suggesting land- 
scapes. Part of the pleasure of 
growing them must come from a 
strong sense of shaping and con- 
trolling nature. At any rate, 
growing dwarf trees has become 
highly popular in the east and 
west coast areas in this country 
since World War II. The tech- 
nique is fairly new to the Mid- 
west. 

Mrs. Pipe sent in her money 
and got back some instructions 
and seeds, but all her seedlings 
died because she didn’t know 
how to take care of them. 

Many persons would have given 
up then and there. But the idea 
of growing dwarf trees appealed 
very much to Mrs. Pipe, and she 
is a woman who perseveres. She 
began writing away to botanical 
gardens and to bonsai experts 
for information, since none was 
available here. Two years later 
she succeeded in getting some 
dwarf trees to grow. Since then 
she has built up a collection of 
about 250 dwarf junipers, pines, 
maples, elms and other trees, 
150 varieties in all, 

Her trees are an impressive 
but somewhat unsettling sight. 
They are tiny, ranging from 
about one inch to four feet in 
height, They look almost full- 
grown, with thick trunks and 
bushy heads of foliage. It is as 
though enormous old trees had 
been shrunk by some strange 
process. 

The Japanese developed bonsai 
culture as it is known today, 
although the original dwarfing 
technique was brought to Japan 
from China before the Thirteenth 
century. 


According to Norio Koba- 
yashi, a Japanese bonsai ex- 
pert, the development of the 
art may reflect the life of pri- 
vation and perseverance led 
by the Japanese in their small 
island country, for it aims to 
achieve a poetic effect with 
minimal means—to embrace 
“much in little.” In this re 
spect he compared the art to 
the Japanese form of poetry 
hokku, which allows the use of 
only 17 syllables. 


Bonsai came to be highly prized 
in Japan. In a Fifteenth cen- 
tury play a poor samurai shows 
a spirit of self-sacrifice by burn- 
ing his favorite potted pine on a 
cold, snowy night to warm his 
house for a visiting stranger, 
who, as it turns out, is a power- 
ful shogun in disguise. 

Bonsai have been passed down 
through generations in Japanese 
families. Many a Japanese has 
tended a bonsai started by his 
grandfather. 

There is no ‘“‘oriental secret’’ 
to growing bonsai, Mrs. Pipe 
said. ‘‘Learning to grow bonsai 
is like learning to grow any- 
thing else.’’ 

The key process is to restrict 
root growth with a small, tray- 
like pot. When roots hecome 
crowded by a pot, they must be 
trimmed. The soil should he 
nourishing enough to sustain 
health but not so rich as to pro 
mote growth. Whenever the soil 
gets dry, the tree should be wa- 
tered. For drainage, the bottom 
of the pot should contain holes. 
The trees can be kept outside 
from spring through fall. In win- 
ter they should be kept in an 
inclosed unheated place. 

With shaping and pruning, 
trees can be made to look older. 
Their lower branches can be

dwarf trees. 


trained to grow outward and 
downward, for instance, like 
those of very old trees instead of 
upward like those of young trees. 
If shoots are regularly pinched 
back, they will divide into twigs 
that suggest dense, mature 
heads of foilage. 

“Some books say that dwarf 
trees have to be 50 years old 
before they are bonsai, but I 
think that is an awfully strict 
interpretation,’’ Mrs. Pipe said. 
“T should say that trees 10 years 
old and up are close enough. 
And they begin to turn into bon- 
sai long before that. You can 
see changes in the leaves in the 
second season. There really is 
no sharp dividing line.” 

Junipers, hardy pines and al- 
most all hardy deciduous trees 
make good bonsai because they

ers who have Japanese bonsai, 
brought in before the regulation 
was imposed, have a corner on 
the market, she said. 


“A while back Ted, my hus- 
band, went to San Francisco 
on a business trip. There’s a 
bonsai store there so I gave 
him $150. I had been saving for 
something foolish. I told him 
to get me a tree I wanted, a 
pinus corticata. My husband 
called and said that the cheap- 
est one they had ¢ost $750 and 
that they also had one for 
$5000. While he was in the 
store a movie actress bought a 
tree for $3000 and someone 
from Boston bought one for 
$3500. The best buy even close 
to what I could afford was a 
Ginkgo, 85 years old, that cost

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$200. So he added $50 of his 
own and got that.” 

Taking care of her bonsai is 
almost a full-time job for Mrs. 
Pipe. In spring, she spends 
about eight hours a day repot- 


ting them. In summer, she has 
to water many of them three 
times a day. During the rest of 
the year, when work lets up a 
little, she studies botany and 
bonsai techniques. 

Mrs. Pipe keeps a card cata- 
logue of her trees. She also 
takes photographs of them, both 
to record their progress and to 
study their appearance. She can 
sometimes notice shortcontings 
with photographs that she had 
missed in looking at the trees 
themselves, she said. 

“But I try to minimize the 
time I spend on growing bon 
sai," Mrs. Pipe said. ‘‘I don't 
like to discourage people. I 
spend so much time on it be- 
cause I love it. I get so fas- 
cinated once I’ve started work 
ing that I can't stop.”’ 

Mrs. Pipe wrote an article 
about bonsai for a recent issue 
of the Missouri’ Botanical 
(Shaw's) Garden Bulletin. Short 
ly after i appeared, she began 
getting three and four telephone 
calls a day from readers who 
had various questions to ask 
about bonsai. 

Interest in raising them is 
bound to increase here, accord 
ing to C. Ranlet Lincoln, assist- 
ant to the director of Shaw's 
Garden. Sometime soon the gar- 
den would like to engage a bon- 
Sai expert to give lectures and 
demonstrations in the technique 
The idea would be to make the 
garden something of a bonsai 
center for the Midwest, Lincoln 
said.
